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INTRODUCTORY ADDRESS 

TO 



Remember thy Creator in the days of thy 
YOUTH, is the serious and solemn advice of one 
of the wisest men that ever lived. It was di- 
rected to young persons, and is an earnest 
exhortation to dedicate the morning of life to 
the service of God. The words were spoken 
by him as flowing from his own experience, 
and after he had clearly discovered that all 
besides was vanity. They follow the warnings 
to a young man, that God would bring him 
into judgement, if, without the fear of God 
before him, he heedlessly spent the days of 
his youth in the ways of his neart, and in the 
sight of his eyes : and they go before a true, 
but solemn piece of information, that the evil 
time will come, and the years draw nigh, when, 
age having succeeded youth, and inBnnities 
the vigour and health of early days, the melan- 
choly reflection will force itself upon the mind, 
that they have now no pleasure in those things 
which once gave them ^delight 




This lesson I lay before young pergons, & 
neatly entreating liiem to treosurt; it up in their 
minds as wise and sober counsel, which wilt 
lay the foiuulaton of peace here, and peace Tor 
evermore ; for besides reminding them of the 
fact that days mispent in youth, opportunities 
lost, and time abused, cannot communicate 
consolation or peace in declining life, I would 
also solemnly remind them, that the happiness 
even of eternity itself, depends upon their adopt, 
ing' Solomon's caution. If the youn^ man 
remembers not hia Creator in his youth, and 
cannot perhaps do it in advuncad life, from 
inveterate habits, distracting infirmities, or per- 
plexing cares, what has he left for eternity, and 
how is he to be prepared to meet his God, or 
inherit heaven ? This deserves the serious 
thought of every young person, and he should 
lay the truth to heart, that if cliildhood and 
youth be vanity, death and eternity must be 
vexation. 

To my young friends I submit llie above 
consideration, hoping that it may stir tliem up 
to remember their Creator in the days of their 
youth, and not spend those days in vanity, 
which has never yet brought a man peace at 
the last. Follow the advice so wisely given, 
and so graciously left upon record for your 
learning. Seek and serve God in your youth, 
and he will not forsake you when your Btr»nglli 
faileth, and the infirmities of years press uixin 
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you. They that honour me, said God by his 
prophet^ / will honour ; but they that despise me 
shall be lightly esteemed, — ^This is worthy of no- 
tice. Let the words also of David to his son, 
sink deep, into your hearts : Thou Solomon my 
son, know thou the God of thy father, amd serve 
him with a perfect heart, and a willing mind t 
for the Lord searcheth all hearts, and understands 
eth all the imagintUions of the thoughts : if thou 
seek him he will be found of thee, but if thou 
forsake him, he unll cast thee off for ever, I need 
but slightly assist the impression, which these 
words are calculated to make upon the inge- 
nuous youth, who as yet may fear to offend 
God. If such a one casts his eye over diis 
page, I hope he will be induced to seek die 
Lord, and not to forsake him, lest he himself 
be cast off for ever. 

If the question be asked, how Bholl I sede 
him ? I answer, by the obvious means of dill, 
gent prayer. This the apostle advises when 
he says, in every thing, by prayer and supplioa- 
tion, let your requests be made known unto God : 
in which case, as he adds, ^ peace of God, 
which passeth all tinderstanding, mall keep yomr 
hearts and minds through Christ Jesus. To 
assist those young persons in prayer, wiu^ may 
not already be supplied with suitable forms,
